AT COLUMBIA, N. Y. 


Flare Follows Protest Against 
Lodging Student In 
Dormitory. 


New York, April 6.—The fiery cross 
blazed Wednesday midnight on the 
campus of Columbia University. 
It was set up and fired by a group 
of whRe.robed and hooded men oppo­ 
site Furnald Hall, where Frederick 
W. Wells, a negro law student, has a 
room, 
from 
which 
fellow-students 
have attempted recently to oust him. 
While the cross burned Well* re­ 
mained iii his locked room heedless of 
the calls and knocks of his neighbors. 
The crass was brought to the campus 
in an autem obi Ie by a group of men 
in civilian clothes. 
They left the car 
and scattered in every direction only 
to reappear in a few minutes shrouded 
in the regalia of the Ku Klux Klan. 
“Down W ith Negro'’ Cry 
Aa soon aa the cross was burned out 
the men again scattered to cries of 
“down with the negro!” Several stu­ 
dents said they would report the af­ 
fair to Dean Hawker, who a short 
time ago refused to act on the stu­ 
dents’ petition asking for W ells' dis­ 
missal from the dormitory. 
Wells, whose home is in Union City,

EMPLOYES 
OWN 
PENNSY STOCK 


Men Have Bought Nearly One- 
Tenth of Total of 
Railroad. 


Philadelphia, April 5.—Pursuing a 
policy of permitting the employes of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad system to 
become part owners of the railroad, 
the company has sold more than 19,- 
f»66 shares of common stock, repre­ 
senting approximately one-tenth of 
the entire amount, to 3901 employes. 
The purchases are made through 
the Employes* Provident and 
Loan 
Aitoociation, which was organized by 
the railroad workers for this specific 
purpose. 
This 
number of 
shares, 
however, does not include the holdings 
which the employes have purchased 
through other channels, of which the 
company has no record. 
Plana are now being 
formulated 
whereby an employe may make his 
initial payment wtih the Provident 
and Loan Association, which 
pur­ 
chases the stock for him in his own 
name. 
In this way, he immediately 
becomes active in the ownership of 
the stock, although he does not own 
it outright until he has completed his 
monthly payments. 
The dividends, 
leas the interest, are given him at the 
time he makes his final payment. 
Of the shares owned by the em­ 
ployes of the company, 6686 shares 
were purchased outright through the 
association, while the other 12,980 
shares were bought on the installment 
plan. 
The monthly plan is about 
twice as popular with the workers as 
thd pUn of paying the stock outright.

cent of the demand.

rate of pay in 1923, according to this 
pamphlet, was $82 per month and 
board, compared with $28.50 in 1922 
and $17 in 1014, “The total area in 
crops in 1923 (1,934,000 acres),” says

land, “was 50,000 acres, about 3 per

YORK FARMER HAS GOOD 
SYSTEM OF RAISING HOGS 


A very efficient and practical sys­ 
tem of raising and fattening hogs Is 
tke one practiced by C. II. Gross of 
York county. 
Gross keeps from ten to twelve 
sows. 
Realizing that it is not prac­ 
tical to raise hogs in small lots and 
pens at a profit, and that the cheap­ 
est pork is produced on forage, he 
devised a system that is founded on 
a rotation of pastures. 
His system 
has proved so successful and profit­ 
able that it has attracted consider­ 
able attention and the agricultural ex­ 
tension specialists are urging other 
farmers 
keeping 
ten, fifteen 
and 
twenty sows to adopt it. 
# 
The plan and rotation r.« carried out 
by the York county farmer consists 
of thirty acres of land divided into 
three fields of ten acres each. 
Field 
number one is planted to rye in the 
fall with clover sown on it in the 
spring. The rye is allowed to ripen, 
harvested as grain, and then fed to 
the pigs during the summer. 
Field 
number two is a clover field estab­ 
lished from the rye field of the pre­ 
ceding year. This is used for pasture 
during the summer. 
Field number 
three is last year’s clover field plow­ 
ed early and planted to coni and soy­ 
beans with rape planted between the 
corn rows at the last cultivation. 
This field is to be hogged down by 
the spring pigs in the fall. 
In good weather during the winter, 
the sows run on the rye, but are not 
allowed to injure the field bedaub it 
is to be harvested. The sows are all 
bred to farrow within a few days of 
one another so the pigs will all be 
the same size. 
The sows can then 
run together without danger of the 
large pigs robbing the small ones. 
Simple sheds are provided for shelter, 
but close attention is given at farrow- 
ing time as Gross knows that a dead 
pig pays no profit. 
His ability as a 
care taker is indicated by the fact 
that from 12 sows on the place last 
year he raised 90 spring pigs and 
140 fall pigs. As soon as the weather 
and the ground will permit the sows 
and spring pigs are turned out on 
the clover in field.

BROODERS ADVISED FOR 
200 MORE C HICKS 


With 
thousands of little chicks 
hatching out in Adams county during 
the next month, farmers are busy 
preparing suitable housing facilities. 
Poultry •authorities-' are agreed that 
every man rearing 200 or more chicks 
should have sonic kind of a brooder 
house. 
It need not be an expensive 
structure, but should be tight, have 
sufficient sunlight and ventilation, and 
be free from draughts. 
Hard coal brooder stoves have giv­ 
en good satisfaction. 
With such a 
stove and a hover about r»0 inches in 
diameter, 300 to 400 chicks can be 
kept very comfortably. 
Poultrymen 
advise running the brooder stove two 
days or more before the chicks are 
placed under the hover to determine 
whether an even temperature is be­ 
ing maintained. 
The temperature at 
the\m ter edge of the hover near the 
floor should be about IOO degrees. 
This can be reduced about five de­ 
grees each week until 85 degrees is 
reached. The chicks are a good “ther­ 
mometer.” 
Wile n 
they 
are 
com­ 
fortable, they make a heat ring un­ 
der the outer edge of the hover, 
lf 
they are a foot or more away from 
the hover, it ii an indication that the 
temperature is too high. 
If they are 
crowding up under the hover, the 
temperature is too low. 
To prevent the chicks from wander­ 
ing too far from the heat the first few 
days, some men place a wire six to 12 
inches hich around the hover, mov­ 
ing it out a little each day. 
After 
about three days, the wire can bo re­ 
moved and the chicks allowed the run 
of the entire house. 
It is advisable 
to prevent the chicks from crowding 
i a the cornel's of the house. A poul­ 
try netting nailed at an angle in the 
comer has proved satisfactory and 
permit* the chicks to get air from be­ 
low*. 
At the end of the first week 
many poultrymen allow the flock of 
little ones to run outside providing 
a small run surrounded by a fence 
and 
covered 
with 
burlap or 
old 
carpets to ward off the wind from 
the chicks.
